“Yor must know,” said he, “‘that there was 
a great deal of crockedness in the land surveys 
of Georgia about the time of the famous Yazoo 
fraud. 

‘‘Between the gears 1780 and 1790 irresponsi- 
ble parties Jaid claim to enormous bodies of 
land wader this system. These transactions 
were confined to about one-fourth of the state, 
that portion lying east of a line beginning at 
the Florida line, and including all the lands 
east of the second and third districts of old 
Wayne, up to the Altamaha river. From 
thence up the Altamaha to the Oconee, thence 
up the Oconee to the Appalachee, thence 
across to Hog mountain and across to the South 
Carolina line at Tugalo river to the mouth of 
Panther creek. 

‘‘The method was to go and establish a head 
right at a given point, and from that point lay 
claim to as much land as the person wished to 
claim, without ever putting a compass or chain 
to it. Here are some facts from a slip that 
Lhad printed some years ago for the informa- 
tion of western and northern holders of these 
old “head rights:”’ 

The pablic domain of Georgia was disposed of 
originzliy by head rights or grants, not exceedin 
one thon-and acres by-careful survey, to each heac 
‘of « family and actual sc t.r. This continued un- 
til iss, when it was discovered that the most 
Gigantic frauds had been rracticed upon the state. 

The lottery system was then adopted, and the 
property of the commonwealth, as it were, gambled 
Away to its lasting disgrece and.; e uniary injury. 

Hon. Absalom Chappell, in his ‘Historical Notes 
6n Georgia, exposes verry fully the enormous frauds 
which were perpetrated under the head right sys- 
tem. Thus the following extract made from the 
statement of the surveyor-general to the finance 
commission composed of Judge Berrien, Judge Wm.

The Silver Question. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson, a prominent busi- 
néss man, and a well-known writer on 
topies of political economy, was recently 
sent.to Enrope by the Washington adminis- 
tration to study and repert on the silver 
guestion. Mr. Atkinson has performed his 
mission, and the Boston Herald is inclined 
fothink that his address on ‘‘What is Bi- 
Metalism?’’ delivered before the British as- 
sociation, may be regarded as in some de- 
gree an outline of the officia! report he will 
make laier. 


Judging from the synopsis made by the 


"Herald, and from which we shall presently 


quote, Mr. Atkinson’s views are sound and 
wholesome. He thinks that what he calls 
the statutory side of the question has been 
too strenvousty insisted on by those who 
have heretofore discussed the subject. In 
other words, there isan assumption, which 
seems to be general, that if the various 
pivilized governments of the world fatied to 
impart the icga! tender quality to silver x 
would be deprived of its function as a me- 
fium of circulation. Mr. Atkinson be- 
lieves that this azsumption is contrary to 


the facis. 


© ~~~ Gilver was a medium of exchange long 


before statutes regulating exchange were 
made, and Mr. Atkinson points out that 
yen in those countries where it is supposed 
to be demonetized, as in England, it is still 
the currency of the people toa great extent, 
and the vast majority of Uade transactions 
are affected by iis use.

A Queer Judicial Order, 

The other day, when United States Judge 

Bond was presiding in Richmond, he took 
some pains in the contempt case of Mr. 
Jobn Scott, the commonwealth’s attorney 
of Fauquier, to make his decision as insult- 
ing as possible. In fining Mr. Scott and 
committing him to the custody of the mar- 
shal, Judge Bond prefaced his order with 
the following words: 
_ “The respondent in this case seems, from his an- 
swer to the rule, to be so hopelessty blinded by the 
ancient doeyine of state sovereignty, that he does 
not seem to know that on an illustrious day in her 
histors, Virginia gave her adhesion to the econstitu- 
tion of the Un ‘ted Statca. 

“To punish aman under these circumstances as 
the court ought to punish a man of the ideas pre- 
valent since the adoption of the constitution, would 
be manifestly unjust and would be as unjust as it 
would be to punish a blind inan equally with one 
who can see,” 

Now, Mr. Scott as an officer of the state 
was simply doing his duty. The legislature 
had passed an act making it illegal to ac- 
cept the Virginia debt coupons in payment 
of license taxes, and as the commonwealth’s 
attorney Mr. Seott had been compelled to 
stand by the law in the cases arising out of 
this unpleasant state of affairs, 

it remains to be seen whether Mr. Scott 
is any more blinded by the ancient doctrine 
of state sovereignty than Judge Bond is by 
his little brief authorily. But, whether 
right or wrong, the imprisoned . officer 
knows how to discharge the duties of his 
office without gratuitously insulting any- 
body, and in this respect Judge Bond would 
do well to follow his example.

Returning to the hotel, the general reception 
to the public began.

: n speaking about his veyage yesterday af- 
ternoon «Professor Myers said toa repotter 
last night: “I have made many trips in my 
life. have soared skyward innumerable times, 
but I can truthfully declare that in all my ¢x- 
perience I have never taken a more delightful 
trip. I left terra firma at precisely one minute 
after So'clock. As the balloon rose it reached 
out in a southeasterly direction. After reach- 
ing an altitude of some 2,000 feet it veered 
round.to the east. When Iwas 1,000 feet in 
the air the thermometer was75 degrees, When 
I reached the highest point—about ‘1? miles or 
8,500 feet, the thermometer was degrees. 
After leaving the earth, nntil I reached an. 
altitude of about 2,000 feet, I could sniff the 
dust, but after passing that point 
the atmosphere became pure.

“What were your sensations?” 

“T had no sensations. They who speak 
about the thrilling sensations of an air voyare, 
are either timid or foolish. I felt just like 
the ground was wally lowering, not like I 
was rising, and I was justas calm and com- 
fortable as I am now.”’ 

‘*What sort of a view did you get when go- 
ing ap?” : 

“The most picturesque I ever saw in my life, 
It was simply sublime. I never saw anything 
exactly like it.

‘Have you ever taken photographs from a 
balloon ?”’ 

“Why, yes, indeed. I have made several 
hundred of them, some very fine ones, too.’’ 

‘Well, tell us about your trip, did any excit- 
ing incidents happen?’ : 

“Tt depends upon what you call exciting in- 
cidents. Lf-being shot at three times by a man 
with a rifle is exciting, yes.”’ , 

“But were you fired at?” 

“‘T was three times. It was near nightfall, 
and I was slowly descending. had been 
calmedvover,a large copse and was just emerg- 
ing into acléaring, when bang! right below 
me. I was then about three-fourths of a mile 
up. A second shot was fired, and the ball just 

razed my basket, Then a third. 
i tell you it was a sort of 
sport I did not relish. It may have 
been fun for the riflmen, but it was not by any 
means pleasant to me. One of the bullets 
might have winged me or punctured my bal- 
loon. When T reached the ground I landed in 
a tield of stubble corn. My descent was easy 
and safe. I found that I had landed on the 
dairv farm of Mr. Winship, about-six miles 
from Atlanta. I lost no time in packing up 
my balloon and in returning to the city. When 
l reached terra firma lI looked at my watch 
and ascertained that my trip had occupied ex- 
actly one hour. I reathed the Markham 
house between seven and eight o’clock all 
right,”’ 

* Have you any idea why the man shot at 
you? He must oe taken the monster float- 
ing in space for some wonderful bird.”’ 

“No; he didn’t. He aimed to hit me. 
When I reached the earth I was told by some 
negroes that they had witnessed the man’s ac- 
tions and could identify him on sight.

NEW YORK, October 10—C. L. Green & Co., in 
their report on cotton futures today, say: There 
has been active and excited market for cotton op- 
tions with numerous fluctuations, ranging from 
2@4 points below Saturday to 6@7 points above or

Boyle’s wandering spirit returned before he 
had been home long, and a month ago he and 
a friend or two left Atlanta for another trip 
through the west. They reached Chattanooga, 
after stopping at several points, and on Sun- 
day night started for Nashville. Whether he 
went on a passenger train or freight, or wheth- 
er he was paying his way or not, is not known. 
The ride, however, was his Jast. Early yester- 
day morning the boy’s father, whois a earriage 
maker, received a telegram from the officials 
of the Nashville and Chattanooga 
railroad notifying him that his 
son bad been killed, and _ asking 
what disposition should be made of the re- 
mains. The telegram was the first intimation, 
of couse, that Mr. Boyle had of his son’s death. 
It was quite brief, and gave no details. Dur- 
ing the day rumors were current touching the 
killing, and were of all kinds. One was to the 
effect that Boyle was riding on a freight train 
and that he fell off near Cowan, a station on 
the road, and dropping between two cars was 


crushed to death. Another rumor had 
it that Boyle was riding on 
a passenger train, and that while 


passing from one coach to another fell between 
them while the train was moving at a high 
speed. No one knew who the dead man was— 
hiscompanions who left Atlanta with him 
having disappeared—but a book found in his 
inside pocket indicated his name and home. 

Mr. Boyle telegraphed the’ road ofiicials to 
have the body sent to Atlanta, ind last night 
at six thirty-five it arrived. ‘Wylie, the under- 
taker, met the remains at the union depot and 
carried them to his place. The body was en- 
tirely nude and was in a cheap wooden cofiin, 
from which it was removed by Mr. Barclay. 
It was mangled most ngyety, & The wheels 
had passed entirely over the boy just above 
the hips, cutting him entirely in two. One leg 
and one arm were badly crushed, while his 
face and neck were bruised and marked terri- 
bly. The undertaker applied his art, and ina 
short time the dead boy’s face looked much 
better, while the burial robes hid from view 
the mangled body. Ata late hour during the 
night the body was removed to the family 
home on Chapel street.
